Tex'c: 
"Keep thy tongue from evil 


and thy lips from speaking guile." 


Psalms 34: 13. • 


' The tongue, though a little mem- 
ber, is an important index of charac- 


' ter. 
It 
repreuents the 'power of 


speech, and thus in man becomes a 
sign of.his superiority. So exalted has 
seemed this power of speech that some 
have held .that it was not acquired as 
have been most of our accomplish- 
ments, but that it was a gilt direct 
from God. However this may be, it 
is certain that the power of speech 
as symbolized by the tonguo is a seal 
of our exalta'uon. 
By means of it, 


judges have, released, their prisoners 


.. or sentenced them to dungeon or to 


death. . By use of it, prophets have pre- 
dicted for their people the blessing or 
the curse .of God. By a word, kings 
or senates have let loose the terrors of 
war, and generals have carried out 
their plans of conquest and of car- 
nage. Through the power of speech, 
the free born citizen has been plungeC 
into slavery, or the slave has been giv- 
en his freedom. The tongue has oft- 
times been made the medium of doubt 
or despair, and of ten-tne servant of 
confidence and peace. Like the favo- 


• --rite--imp- of--Mephistopheles, a word 


the profanity it hears at home or on 
the streets? 
Rather train your chil- 


dren by example as well as nrecept to 
speak the name of God in 'reverence 
and to use their tongues in blesing 
and not in cursing. Remember your- 
selves, and teach your children the 
third 
commandment: "Thou 
shall 


not take the name of the Lord thy God. 
in vain; for the Lord will not hold 
him guiltless that taketh Eis nama in 
vain." 


VULGARITY—The second perver- 


sion of the .tongue to which I wish 


position the Church has to encounter 
in infidelity, agnosticism, and thjj open 
attacks of her enemies. As a matte* 
of fact, the Church hasn't one-hun- 
dredth part as much to fear from 
such opposition as she has from the 
ivork of scandalmongers. 
Investigate 


the dissensions, quarrels • and 
hard 


feelings .that have 
existed 
in 
any 


church and you will find that in the 
majority • of cases they 
have 
been 


started by some scandalmonger. The 
same is true of many other organiza- 
tions. It is a great pity that anyone, 
should even start a malicious story. 
It is a greater pity that anyone should 
be found to listen to and repeat.-it 
with variations. 
But perhaps it is 


the greatest pity of all that anyone 
should be disturbed and upset in his 
work by such scandalous statements. 


"Without dwelling upon the charac- 


ter of those who start and carrv on 
these scandals, I want to refer partic^ 
ularly .to the last phase of the evil. 
We, all of us, are likely at some time 
or other to be made the mark of ven- 
onmous gossip. 
This fact is not es- 


pecially to be .regretted. To my mind, 
it is a sign that, a person is of some 
worth. 
Envy is often the prompter 


of scandal, and the person 'attacked 
probably 
possesses 
some 
inherent 


worth that his assailant lacks. Havi 
you ever see a big mastiff or New- 
foundland dog attacked by little curs? 
If he should commence to jump after 
each one he would immediately find 
himself in a heap of trouble. That is 
what .the curs want—a recognition of 
their barking. But let the big fellow 
disdain their petty bai'king, and ig- 
nore them, .and they will soon get i 
tired of i't and leave for some more I 
touchy 
dog. 
"Don't 
worry 
about 


those flies outside. the screen; they 
won't hurt you, and they can't get in | 
unless yo-u open the- window to drive 
them away." 
As long as we pay no i 


attention to falsehoods uttered about I 
us, but go steadily about the Lord's 
work,'they-can't hurt us; but let us 
throw .down our work and start to 
chase them, and our maligners are 
satisfied. You'll probably not be able 
to trace them; they are wonderfully 
evasive. 
And meanwhile, the Lord's 


work is suffering. 
your post; your 


You are needed at 
assailants will get 


to refer is vulgarity. 
If I could, I 


would so turn this truth through the 
powerful sun-glass of God's holy word 
that it would burn deep into our 
hearts. 
I sometimes 
wonder, with 


shame, when I happen to be near a 
group of men, whether there is any 
purity or honor left in the majority of 
our sex. 
I know there is, for it has 


been my pleasure to be acquainted 
with many noble mfin whose private 
conversation was as pure and honor- 
able as their public utterances. But 
is it not a disgrace for one who calls 
himself a man and wno enjoys the 
society of pure women, to be guilty 
of telling or listening to smutty sto- 
ries, to make and to laugh at im- 
pure jokes, or to indulge in utterances 
that 
possess 
a 
significant 
double 


meaning?. ' "Where 'is the

-1 care not if he is hon- 
est in paying his. debts and .is other- 


of t h e w 
a good citien 
These qualities

carrying the glad message .of hope to 
perishing men.

Thus we sea that the tongue, with 


all it symbolizes, is a power, but, ac- 
cording 'as it is used,, a. power for good 
or evil. It is a seal of our exaltation 
above the inanimate and brute crea- 
tion, but, like all our highest gifts, it 
js capable of degradation. 
And so we 


find that while much of our progress 
and prosperity are due to the power 
of speech, a vast amount of retrogres- 
sion and failure are due to a perver- 
sion of the same power. 
: It. is my intention today to refer to 
a few of .those perversions or the 
tongue and to brieflv indicate how 
we may profitably treat them. . 


PROFANITY—I take up first .of all 


profanity. 
It is a disgrace 'co the 


communities in which many men live 
to coxmtenance the blasphemy that in 
many 
places is so prevalent. Men 


swear at their horses.: they. s\vear at 
each other, and in the .most trifling 
things they profane the name of the 
Almighty- 
There is no doubt that 


profanity often becomes a habit and 
the one .using it is frequently una- 
ware of it himself. I have known of 
a few cases where men, talking vritn" 
'me as the minister, have now and then 
been profane. I kne\v from the .way 
they spoke an'd acted that they were 
totally unconscious of what they had 


do not atone for the foul corruption of 
his speech. I can sympathize with al- 
most every kind of weakness, but 1 
confess I have no sympathy with the 
foul-mouthed libertine, 
for 
such a 


man as I have'described is a libertine 
at heart if not in practice. 


Some men have gotten the notion 


that it is all right to tell question- 
able stories among themselves, so long 
as they are circumspect in their_con- 
versation in the presence of ladies. II 
is said that at one time-when a group 
of men of whom General Grant was 
one, 
were 
gathered in some place, 


one. 
of them, just before, starting to 


tell a smutty story, looked around 
and said, 'I believe thero are no ladies 
present?" 
"No," 
immediately 
re- 


sponded 'the General, "but there are 
gentlemen here." It was a fitting re- 


said. 
But it .is a wretcne'd habit, to 


acquire. 
There is absolutely no • ex- 


cuse for it. Saying nothing about, its 
moral aspects, profanity both weakens 
what we say and makes it repulsive. 
And morally, it should receive only 
condemnation. 
"When we remember 


that we are all creatures or ."the Al- 
mighty and that we and, our fellow- 
men are made in His likeness,, is it 
right or seemly that we should use 
His name in any but a reverent way 
or curse our fellows? 
Our tongue 


were Driven us to speak His'praise 
and • to 
cheer 
our Jellow. beings 


Should they, then,, be degraded b; 
making them the instruments of pro 
fanity? 
The apostle James In deplor 


Sni? this perversion of tne proper .usi 
of 
the 
tongue, 
says: 
"Therewith

therewith curse we .men, which ar 
made after the similitude of God, Ou 
of the same mouth proceedeth bless

things ought not so to be."

buke. May we .all remember this fact, 
and .also that God Himself is always a 
witness and a listener to all that' we 
ay. Let us ask God daily to "keep 
ur tongues from evil and our lips 
rom speaking guile."

SCANDAL 
AND 
GOSSIP—The 


hird 
perversion of the 
tongue to 


hich I'call, your attention'co toclay, 
hile not outwardly so repulsive as 
hose I have already mentioned, is 
reductive of a vast amount of evil, 
t is one of the'most subtle and in- 
inuating evils we have to. encounter, 
and, for that reason, is one of the 
most dangerous. I refer to scandal or 
•qssip. 
Someone starts a little story 


hat is not greatly to the credit of 
another person. The hearer drinks it 
n,- and relishes it, and. then, going to 
i third party, says:. "They say that 
:uch 
and . such a 'thing' is ' true of 


Smith," and, in .the delight he 'ex- 
periences as a retailer of second-hand- 
news, he polishes up what he receives, 


,nd' adds to it. And so it 'goes, until, 
at last it is made-out-that Smith: is 
really guilt" of quite a. crime. 
The 


professional gossip or 'scandalmonger 
is the one who places all the respon- 
sibility of the. truth on the shoulders 
of 
say' 


bi.red very shortly and their malicious 
lies will die a natural death. 


Do not count it a misfortune to be j 


chus attacked. As I said before, it 
is often a testimony of your worth; 
and if you are not thus attacked you j 


miss the realization of one of the 


greatest of the Beatitudes, "Blessed 
are ye when men shall revile you and 
shall say all manner or evil against 
you falsely for my sake. Rejoice and 
be exceeding glad, for so persecuted j 
they the prophets before you." 
Re- 


member the important condition in [ 
this—"and shall say all manner o£ ] 
evil against you falsely." 
If what is 


said about you be true, this blessing 
is not for you. The ,best thing to do 
then is. to ask the forgiveness of God 
and of those you have wronged, and 
then commence to lead a better life. 
But, 
if the statements against you be: 


false.^ypu may be sure of God's bless-, 
ing if you ignor_e them and keep busy I f 
at His work. Keep thy tongue from 
avil and thy lips from speaking guile, 
and then do not bother about what 
you hear, remembering always that i 
"not 
that which goeth into the mouth 


defileth a man, but that which cometh 
out of the mouthjhis defileth a man." 


There is a kind of gossip or ex-. 


ahange of news that is comoaratively 
innocent in itself, but 
which some- 


times affords the opportunity to well 
meanihg people 
to 
do 
a 
certain 


amount of harm. For instance, sup- 
pose 
someone comes to your town 


from the place where you formerly 
lived, .' Very naturally there will be 
considerable news to tell. "So-and-So 
is married, or such a person is dead, 
or someone else has moved away." 
In your home letter, you will receive 
little bits of what may be called gos- 
3in or little items of news. Now, all 
this is perfectly commendable and un- 
objectionable. 
But beware of 
any- 


thing you hear that.is against another! 
oerson's character. 
You may believe' 


that your informant is trustworthy 
and impartial, you may repeat the 
story to someone else with no ma-
